Now, 
analyze Farmer Campbell's treatise 
on Camp Creek ditch for a moment.

Now lo prove to you that i was 


right and that he did just what I 
accused him of doing, when rny let- 
ter was published his estimate on the 
f's; ditch in Perry township was 
n ide, same as usual, to catch the 
farmer; but when he was caught and 
exposed, he goes and makes another 
estimate, cutting it dowu just one- 
half from the lirst. 
Why did he do 


this? Was it because iiis love for 
the farmers of Pe rry excelled that oi 
Jonathan for David, or was it be- 
cause exposure stared him in the 
face? 


Can you find any 
denial of this 


charge In the article from the TIMES'- 


If that statement was not de.oic-d 


in yesterday's TIMES we take great 
pleasure in denying It now. There is 
not even a semblance of trulli in it. 
There was no "catching," no "expos- 
ing," and no "cutting down of tlie es- 
timate one-half 
from the 
lirst." 


Farmer Campbell is very badly oft in 
his statements concerning the mat- 
ter, and they are absolutely untrue. 


Now comes In Editor Campbell, ad- 


mits that-the surveyor made an 
excellent sale of tbe working section 
of the ditch by which the property 
owners abutting the same were saved 
mar>y dollars, and says: 


No doubt, as the 
TIMES 
says, 


"the working sections of the ditch 
were bid oft at very low prices." 
But how would it have been had the 
surveyor not cut his first estimate 
down one-half, as charged 
by our 


"correspondent." 


In this again Editor Campbell dem- 


onstrates that he and Farmer Camp- 
bell do not know anything about 
ditches, their benefit or the laws un- 
der which they arc made, sold or con- 
structed. The estimate made by the 
engineer of the cost to land owners 
would not have any bearing upon the 
price paid for construction of the 
work. The estimated cost of con- 
struction of a ditch is based upon the 
comber of cubic feet of earth to be 
removed. There is a fixed price at 
which this is computed, and this cost 
together with the cost of location is 
pro rated among the property owners 
whose lands are drained by the ditch 
ia proportion to the number of acres 
benefltted and the measure of benefit 
they receive—the lands contiguous 
to the ditch receiving a higher as- 
sessment than those more remote 
from It. 


When ditches are sold for construc- 


tion they are let cut in working sec- 
tions to the lowest bidder. As it is a 
bidding down, neither the amount. of 
the assessment on any man's prop 
erty, nor the amount of the estimate 
would have any bearing on the price 
per cubic; yard at which the ditch- 
ers would bid off the work. 
In fact, 


if the 
number of cubic yards was 


thought to be excessive, and the esti- 
mated cost proportionately high, the 
tendency would be to decrease the 
prtee per cubic yard at which ditch- 
ers would agree to do the work.

What 
known iu trade as tho barbel' brushes 
are tbe lust, of which the unbleached 
and undyed hoar's bristle is first 
choice.

Even if the bristles are not dyed thi 
color conceals the dirt, and a dirty 
brush will not clean the head. If the 
bristles arc dyed, they will liave lost 
some of tlieir firmness, and instead 
of going through the bair or scraping 
the scalp they will bend under pres- 
sure. A wumm/i hairbrush should 
have bristles not more than half an 
inch long, unbleached, white pre- 
ferred, and stiff enough to scratch 
but not irritate the scalp. It should 
be band neweil The points should 
present an irregular surface to cor- 
respond with tlie elevations and do 
pressiOD.s of the scalp.

In dark stores and other establish- 


ments tho introduction of arc iignts 
ought; consequently to have a decid- 
edly beneficial effect upon the health 
of employees, and should relieve 
them to u considerable extent from 
tbe attacks of diseases produced by 
want of sunlight. A practical dem- 
onstration of this power of the arc 
light can readily be obtained by re- 
maining for a short time in close 
proximity to a large light, when it 
will Vie found that all tlie effects of 
sunburn will bo produced.—Cassier's 
Magazine;.

Feeding by Clockwork. 


We do so many things automatically
